T h e bill taxing personal property for 
local purposes passed the House 
finally 
at HoU'^e finally by a vote of 12S to 41. 
If all reports are correct it is the most 
wonderful 
tax bill 
ever heard 
of 
in 
Pennbylvania, 
When the bill was on 
its final passage, Representative Tag- 
gart, who had the bill in charge, was 
asked if he understood the bill, and he 
replied that he did not. 


Below will be found the 5th Section 
of the bill enumerating the things to 
be taxed. 
It includes horses, 
cattle, 
farming machinery, pianos and organs, 
trades, 
merchandise 
in stores, 
tools, 
iaiming 
implements, money at inter 
est, all shee)) and hogs and every other 
kind 
of 
personal 
proijerty, clolhirg, 
&c. 
We have seen it stated that hors- 
es and cattle to the amount of ^300 are 
exen»pt and that there is no tax on in- 
comes of less than ^300. 
We do not 
know if this is corrcct. 
FollowinR are 
the 5th, 15th and 
21st sections of the 
bill as presented to the House:

In a very conservative editorial,Col- 
lector Cooper, in his paper, the Media

says of the tax bill: 
We 
doubt if this bill even relieve the farm- 
ers from any of the burdens of taxation. 
It may relieve those,in the backwoods, 
where the home com torts are small the 
apparel meagre and the farm imple- 
ments primitive. 
Tt will add to the 
taxes of those who have farm machine- 
ry, household comforts, etc., for it tax- 
es everything a 
man, or woman, or 
child possesses above S300—including 
clothing, pianos, pictures jewelry and 
every tangible piece of propeity includ- 
ing one's lot in the cemetery. 
It be- 
gins taxation with liie, even to'tbe ba- 
by's clothing, and does not end with 
death, but pursues one's cofiin in the 
grave and the monument over it. 
It 
so taxes all machinery that if adopted 
Pennsylvania will loose her chief char- 
acteristic 
as a 
manufacturing 
State. 
Mr. Dolan is authority

SECTION 2 1 . — I n lieu of the notice 
of assessments required by existing laws 
to be given to taxpayers to be given to 
taxpayers for triennial assessnjents, the 
county commissioners or board of re- ' 
vision of taxes shall cause printed lists 
to be prepared of all the assessments 
and valuations in each ward, township 
or t>orough in the county, or city co- 
extensive with a county, and the sev- 
eral assessors shall serve on each taxa- 
ble resident a printed list of all assess- 
and valuation in the ward, borough or 
township in which the taxable resident 
resides. 


The House of Representatives Wedn- 
esday passed two bills on second read- 
ing, after considerable debate, tending 
to abolish the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes, and also the smoking of the 
same on public highways.

A n y person convicted of vio- 
lating the actj before any alderman or 
justice ot the peace, shall pay the sum 
of S i c with costs, and stand committ- 
ed until the same is paid.

"What Tiiey Have Cone on Dry Land I

Whether it is any more remarkable for j 


a fish to leave i-s native element and ' 
wander ajoaiid on dry land than for a , 
bird like the ouzel to enter the water, \ 
flv through it and -svalk along the bottom • 
in search of food I leave my read- 
ers to determine; but it is true that cer- 
tain fishes do leave rhe water in search of t 
food on the land and many others go 
ashore for various reasons. 


THS CLIMBING PEKCH. 


Some years ago I spent the summer at 


the little fishing village of Ogunquit, 
Zue. 
JSTear the ocean was a lake into 


which, as high, water, the clear water of 
tbe ocean flowed, while at the ebb it raa 
into Hie ocean again; so at high tide the 
lake was a large body of water and at low 
tide a very insignificant sheet from which 
bunches of rushes protruded. 


The lake I soon discovered was fa- 


mous for its eels, the muddy bottom be- 
ing fairly alive, with them. 
One evening 


it happened I was on the beach as the 
water was leaving the lake and waded 
out into the little inlet to cross it, when 
I found that it was black with eels of all 
sizes. The moment they saw me scores 
left the water and dashed away over the 
stones in every direction, making for the 
ocean, presenting a very extraordinary 
spectacle. 
They seemed as much at 


home on the dry land as in the water, and 
made remarkable progress over the stones. 


That eels leave the water and roam 


about on the Sats Is well-known, 5sear 
any eel pond their tails can be seen,wind 
ing in and our and away to the ocean, 
perhaps near at hand, all of which shows 
how different 
individual 
fishes 
are. 


Thus a shad or a perch would soon die, 
and could not make a single move for its 
protection, being utterly helpless on laud. 
So, too, a robin or sparrow would soon 
crown in the water, while the duck is 
apparently in its native element, which 
shows us tliat various animals are adapted 
for different suiroundings. 


When Americans first visited Aus- 


tralia they found that the natives had 
many and very singular stories regard- 
ing the animals of the great continent. 
One was that a certain large fish, the 
ceratodus, came to the surface at night 
and wandered about on the shore, utter- 
ing a noise like that of a bull; in fact, a 
bellowing sound. 
Xaturally such a fish 


story was discredited and laid to the

superstitions of the natives, but finally 
one night a party of surveyors, who were 
out, heard a singular sound and killed 
an animal winch was moving through 
the grass, and which was found to be 
this native fish,tLat was wiggling its wav 
overland for some purpose. 
The noise 


was caused by the expulsion cf air from 
the air bladder of the fish. 


A party of English officers were upon 


one occasion encamped in a certain por- 
tion oi India, when their attention was 
attracted by a rustling sound in the 
grass and leaves. 
Investigation showed 


it 10 be c.v,:sed by myriads cf little 
iishes that were headed in oae direction 
and moving slowh- on. There were 
hundreds of them moving bv usinsj iheir 
side and small tins as feet ; now upright, 
now falling a own, squirming, bending, 
rolling over, regaining their finny feet 
and again pressing on. 


These fishes were the famous climbing 


perch, about- which so much has been 
said and written, and they were passing 
over the country to avoid a drought. 
"VVhen the stream in which thev have 
been spending the season dr^es up they 
scale the banks, and, directed by some 
marvelous instinct, crawl to another. 


The climbing perch was first noticed 


by a naturalist over a century ago, one 
having been caught high up a palm tree, 
•where it had gone, it is said, to obtain 


® 


the moisture that might be iouad in the 
crevices of the leaves. This story was 
doubted by many, but a perch was found 
in the tree" by 3L Daldori, so the circum- 
stance may be placed among the strange 
facts of natural history. 


The most remarkable dry-land £sh is 


the one known as the Periophthalmus. 
The little creature is about four or five 
inches long, with a big head, prominent 
eves, and side or pectoral fins that are 
more like legs than anything else. This 
goby, for this is the family to which it 
belongs, is a marine fish, and actually 
goes ashore to obtain some of its food. 
It we were on the wateh at low tide, say 
in 3Iaurltius. where it is common, we 
should see as the rocks become bare, 
various broad heads popping up here and 
there, then a big tadpole-like creature 
jumping from one to another or edging 
its way up the side. Their object is to 
catch small crustaceans. 
Some years ago 


a friend of the writer, an ardent natural- 
ist, was very much interested in these 
little fishes, and combined sport and col- 
lecting in a novel manner. He caught 
his Periophthalmi with a shotgun, pick- 
ing them off as they hopped along the 
muddy fiat as though they were sgine. . 


In Xew Zealand the gobies of several 


species have this habit of leaving the 
water and scrambling along shore, and 
are called "running fishes" by the na- 
tives on account of this singular feature. 
At Whampoa a fish called the sunghong 
is often seen out of water,while the Chi- 
nese have what they call the pakkop. or 
white frog, that can live for some time 
out of its native element. These people 
also speak of the flower-fish, or hawaya, 
as leaving the water. 


On our own shores we have a goby 


that fr«^ a somewhat similar habit. It is 
known as the Gobius soporator. Ke- 
cently an expedition of naturalists in 
Mexico and Texas found some of the lit- 
tle fishes and confined them in a pail. 
They remained in it for a short time; 
then, to the astonishment of the observ- 
ers, several were seen clambering over 
the side of the pail and quietly dropping 
down, upon the ground, when, they pro- 
ceeded to wiggle their way to the water; 
not far distant. They used their pectoral 
and anal fins as less in this case and suc- 
ceeded in making very good progress. 
When replaced in the bucket they soon 
tumbled out again, and could only be 
kept in it by placing a plank over - the 
top of their prison. 


in countries where there is a decided 


wet and dry season, fishes are often ob- 
liged to migrate or hibernate. In the 
latter case, when they find they are un- 
able to reach the water they burrow into 
the soil, remaining in this condition for 
months, or until the rain comes.' This 
habit has been made the occasion of 
some remarkable surprises. Thus, a 
party of hunters were camping upon the 
edge of a little depression that was ab- 
solutely barren. A rainstorm came up 
suddenly and soon the depression became 
a lake. In an hour the croak of frogs 
was deafening and an examination oi 
the surface showed that the place wa« 
well stocked with fish. The moment 
the moisture leached below the surface 
the fish had revived and made their waj 
up through the mud. 
One of the cura- 


tors of the British Museum some yean 
ago received, a dry and well packea ob- 
ject that appeared" to be a ball of mud. 
The instructions were to place this in n 
dish of slightly warm water, which was 
done. 
Slowly the ball dissolved, and as 


it finally fell apart a long eel-like fish 
rolled out, gave several gasps and begat 
to splash about. 
The ball of mud haq 


"been the hibernating nest of the fish, and 
had been sent this long distance safely ic 
a tightly packed box. 


the finny wanderers can breathe out of 
water. All fishes breathe by taking in 
water, which is supplied with ah-, and 
expelling it at the gills, their blood-red 
organs taking up the oxygen during the 
contact; but when a fish is out of the 
water it would seem necessary to have 
some other means of breathing, aua this 
is the case. They do not carry water or 
store it, as some have supposed, but the 
cavities which are found in the head of

some are for the reception of air, and re- 
semble lungs, so that the fishes breathe 
directly at this time. Thus the Periph- 
thalums in the water breathes by its gilis, 
out of toe - water by what represents 
lungs, so that it is more truly amphibious 
than a frog. 


Pishes are often carried a long1 distance 


•without water, and in China the heartless 
fish venders carrv through the streets a 
fish which they call a living fish, and cut 
pieces from it, the fish living until it 
well.carved uj»-—S 


GOBIES CRAWLEXG OUT OF A PAIL. 


Travelers in South America are some- 


times regaled with wonderful stories 
about the overland trips of certain fishes, 
and in many instances the accounts have 
been substantiated, especially in the case?

The climbing perch was first noticed 
by a naturalist over a century ago, one 
having been caught bi^yh up a palm tree, 
where it had ^one, it is said, to obtain 


Some years ago I spent the summer at 
the little fishing village of Ogunquit, 
Me. 
Near the ocean was a lake into 
which, at high water, the clear water of 
the orean flowed, while at the ebb it ran 
into liie ocean again; so at high tide the 
lake was a large body of water and at low 
tide a very insignificant sheet from which 
bunches of rushes protruded. 


The lake I soon discovered was fa- 
mous for its eels, the muddy bottom be- 
ing fairly alive with them. 
One evening 
it happened I was on the beach as the 
water was leaving the lake and waded 
out into the little inlet to cross it, when 
I found that it was black with eels of all 
sizes. 
The moment they saw me scores 
JLeft the water and dashed away over the 
stones in every direction, making for the 
ocean, presenting a very extraordinary 
spectacle. 
They seemed as m\ich at 
home on the dry land as in the water, and 
made remarkable progress over the stones. 


That eels leave the water and roam 
about on the flats 'is well-known. 
Near 
any eel pond their tails can be seen, wind 
ing in and out and away to the ocean, 
perhaps near at hand, all of which shows 
how different individual 
fishes 
are. 
Thus a shad or a perch would soon die, 
tìnd could not make a single move for its 
protection, being utterly helpless on laud. 
So, too, a robin or sparrow would soon 
drown in the water, while the duck is 
apparently in its native element, 
which 
shows us that various animals are adapted 
for different suiroundinfia. 


When Americans first visited Aus- 
tralia they found that the natives had 
many and very singular stories regard- 
ing the animals of the great continent. 
One was that a certain large fish, the 
ceratodus, came to the surface at night 
and wandered about on the shore, utter- 
ing a noise like that of a bull; in fact, a 
bellowing sound. 
Naturally such a fish 
story was discredited and laid to the 


the moisture that might be found in tho 
crevices of the leaves. 
This story wai 
doubted by many, but a perch was found 
in the tree by Jil. Daldori, so the circum- 
stance may be placed among tho strange 
facts of natural history. 


The most remarkable dry-land flsh is 
the one known as the Periophthalmus. 
The little creature is about four or five 
inches long, with a big head, prominent 
eyes, and side or pectoral fins that arc 
more like logs than anything else. 
This 
goby, for this is the family to which 
it 
belongs, is a marine fish, and 
actually 
g o e s ashore to obtain some of its food. 
It we were on the watch at low tide, say 
in ^Mauritius, where it is common, 
wo 
should sec as the rocks become 
bare, 
various broad heads popping up hero and 
there, then a big tadpole-like 
creature 
jumping from one to another or edging 
its way up the side. 
Their object is to 
catch small crustaceans. 
Some years ago 
a friend of the writer, an ardent natural- 
ist, was vtry much interested in these 
little fishes, and combined sport and col- 
lecting in a novel manner. 
He caught 
his Periophthalmi with a shotgun, pick- 
ing them off as they hopped along the 
muddy flat as though thev were sp^ne. 


In New Zealand tho gobies of several 
species havi) this habit of leaving tho 
water and scrambling along shore, and 
are called **running fishes*' by tho na- 
tives on account of this singular feature. 
At Whampoa a fish called tho sunghong 
is often seen out of water,while tho Chi- 
nese have what they call tho pakkop, or 
white frog, that can live for some timo 
out of Its nativo element. 
These people 


also speak of the flower-fish, or hawaya, 
as leaving the water. 


On our own shores we have a goby 
that has a somewhat similar habit. 
It is 
known as the Gobius soporator. 
Re- 
cently an expedition of naturalists in 
Mexico and Texas found some of the lit- 
tle fishes and confined them in a pail- 
They remained in it for a short time; 
then, to the astonishment of the observ- 
ers, several were seen clambering over 
the side of the pail and quietly dropping 
down upon the ground, when they pro- 
ceeded to wiggle their way to tho water> 
not far distant. They used their pectoral 
and anal fins as legs in this case and suc- 
ceeded in making very good progress. 
When replaced in the bucket they soou 
tumbled out again, and could only be 
kept in it by placing a plank over tho 
top of their prison. 


In countries wHere there is a decided 
wet and dry season, fishes are often ob- 
liged to migrate or hibernate. 
In 
the 
latter case, when they find they are un- 
able to reach the water they burrow into 
the soil, remaining in this condition for 
months, or until the rain comes. 
This 
habit has been made the occasion of 
some remarkable 
surprises. 
Thus, a 
party of hunters were camping upon tho 
edge of a little depression that was ab 
Bolutely barren. 
A rainstorm came up 
suddenly and soon the depression became 
a lake. 
In an hour the croak of frogs 
was deafening and an examination of 
the surface showed that tho place wai 
well stocked with 
fish. 
The 
moment 
tho moisture i cached below the surface 
the fish had revived and made their way 
up through the mud. 
One of the cura* 
tors of tho British Museum some yean 
ago received a dry and well packed ob 
ject that appeared to be a ball of mud. 
The instructions were to place this in n 
dish of slightly warm water, which waa 
done. 
Slowly tho ball dissolved, and as 
it finally fell apart a long eel-like fish 
rolled out, gave several gasps and begai; 
to splash about. 
The ball of mud had 
been the hibernating nest of tho fish, and 
had been sent this long distance safely in 
a tightly packed box. 


tho linny wanderers can breathe out of 
water. 
All fishes breathe by taking in 
water, which is supplied with air, and 
expelling it at the gills, their blood-rcd 
organs taking up tho oxygen during tho 
contact; but when a fish is out of tho 
water it would seem necessary to have 
some other means of breathing, and this 
is the case.

BOILIKG COLLNED BKKF. 


As to boiling the beef after it has been 
corned.

Never let the meat actually boil hard, as 
that makes it tough and stringy. Cook 
for five hours; then take the kettle from 
the fire and set it in a cool place.

PROPEH WAY OP BLACKINO STOVES. 
The edges of the stove, if they are ot 
polished iron, should 
not bo blacked, 
but cleaned like a steel knife, with sapolio 
or brick dust. 
The nickle knobs and 
other nickle parts of the stove must bo 
rubbed bright with a chamois skin or old 
shrunken 
flannel. 
An ordinary paint 
and whiting brush is one of the best 
things with which to apply blacking to a 
stove. 
A still brush, such as is used for 
this purpose, is the best brush for pol- 
ishing. 
During the month polish the 
stove with the polishing brush each morn- 
ing, just after kindling the 
fire. 
Keep 
an old cloth always on hand in cooking 
to rub off any grease spots as soon as it 
occurs. 
If the spots are obstinate, a few 
drops of kerosene oil put on the stove 
cloth will remove them. 
The ground 
edges and nickle work of the stove should 
be rubbed off at least once a week, be- 
sides the monthly cleaning when the 
etove is blacked,—New 
Y o r k J o u r n a l . 


BECIPES. 


Fried Egg Plant—Peel one medium- 
'sized egg plant, cut it into six round 
slices about half an inch in thickness,and 
season with half teaspoonful of salt and 
a teaspoonful of pepper. 
Dip the pieces 
in beaten egg and in fresh bread crumbs 
and fry them in hot fat five minutes. 
Remove, salt slightly again and drain 
them well. 
Serve on a hot dish over a 
folded napkin, 


Potatoes a la Lyonnaise—These pota- 
toes are q u i t e famous for their excellence. 
Cut eight potatoes, boiled, into round 
slices; lay them in a frying-pan with an 
ounce and a half of butter and the round 
slices of a previously fried onion, and 
season with one-half pinch each of salt 
and pepper. 
Cook well together for six 
minutes until well browned; toss them 
well and serve with a pinch of chopped 
parsley sprinkled over the whole. 


Stewed Cabbage—Cold cabbage left 
from dinner can be drained from the pot 
liquor in which it was boiled, and then 
• Bimmered for half an hour in water, or 
milk and water; pour off all the wa^er 
when it is tender, and stir in the pot a 
lump of butter or clarified dripping; let 
it cook gently, then throw in a cup of 
milk or cream j thicken it with flour, and 
season with pepper and salt, Serve with 
the cream gravy poured over the cab- 
bage. 


Indian 
Sponge-Pudding — Crumble 
cold.corn-mulfins to make two teacup- 
fuls. 
Soak in a quart of sweet milk 
three or four hours. 
Then add three 
well-beaten eggs, three level tablespoons 
of sugar and a pinch otsalt. 
Beat well, 
bake one hour in a moderate oven, and 
servo hot with rich cream and sugar, or 
with a sauce made by beating into a 
cream a heaping tablespoon of butter, a 
teacup of granulated sugar, one egg, 
with a very little vanilla for 
flavoring. 
It is delicious served with ice-cream. 


Roasted Tomatoes—Plunge in boil- 
ing water for half a minute six good- 
sized, red, sound tomatoes; drain and 
peel them neatly, then cut away the tops 
without detatching them entirely, and 
remove the seeds with a teaspoon. Divide 
an ounce of good butter into six equal 
parts and put a piece into each tomato, 
seasoning with a light ealtpoon of salt 
and one-half the quantity of 
pepper. 
Close the tops and put them in a but- 
teied baking dish, moistening each to- 
mato with a very little sweet oil. 
Put 
them in a hot oven and bake for twelve 
minutes. 
Remove with a cake-turner, 
dress them on a hot dish and serre.

A New Dyiiamito Gun. 


Louis Gathmann, a maker of mill ma- 
chinery, exhibited in Chicago, recently, 
a cannon of his invention, which, ho 
says, is to be tested in the presence of 
United States army officers at Fort Sheri- 
dan within a fortnight under instrup- 
tions from War Department officials at 
Washington. 
The weapon is nine and a 
half feet long, and is designed to be 
discharged in rapid succession thousands 
of times without becoming overheated, 
throwing shells three feet long, filled 
with dynamite, nitro-glycerine, or any 
other high explosive, a distance of live 
miles, the projectile exploding by the, 
concussion when it strikes the object. 
The chief novel feature is the use of 
liquified carbonic acid gas, delivered au- 
tomatically along the entire length of the 
bore at the instant of discharge, not only 
as an absorbent of the heat generated 
but as a ''cooler" after the charge has 
left the gun.

"Whj don't they use some other metal 
than platinum for this wire?" 


••Becausc platinum is the only metal in 
which the expansion and contraction are 
the same as in glass, and a great fortune 
awaits the man who can produce a cheap 
metal or alloy m which this valuable 
property of platinum can be preserved. 


••The cost of platinum at the present 
market price in London is $20 per ounce, 
or about the same as gold, 
and 
the 
amount used for this purpose alone has 
grown to be enormous. 
This demand, 
together with 
the increased 
cost of 
production, has caused the price to ad- 
vance about 160 per cent, in eighteen 
months. 
In each sixteen candle-power 
lamp there are from four to eight grains 
of platinum. 
If six grains are taken aa 
an average, one ounce will be used in 
eighty lumps. 
Based on the increased 
use of incandescent lights within the 
last two years, it is safe to state that the 
demand for sixteen-candle power lamps, 
or their equivalent, in the year 1891 will 
be 10,000,000. 
This means a demand 
for 125,000 ounces of platinum, which, 
at the present price, will amount to con- 
siderably over $2,000,000 for this item 
alone."—Washington Pod»

WIIEX TO SELII IIOOS. 


Sell your hogs when you can get the 
most money for them at the least outlay. 
The ups and downs of prices wo cannot 
readily control, but by careful attention 
'to feeding and tho use of the scales we 
•can tell closely whether wo are making 
corn into pork at a proiit or not. If not, 
there ought to be a change of ration or 
•nn immediate sale of marketable stock. 
It does not pay to hold beyond the time 
of profitable growth and fattening. Most 
•successful feeders believe it pays best one 
year with another to sell the pork when 
the highcs: point in gain has been 
reach, letting the question of probable 
higher prices alone. 
Corn used in keep- 
ing over-fattened hogs will make twice 
as much pork if given to other animals. 
It is a losing game to hold for an in- 
crease of price as a rule. 
Make all tho 
pork you can out of your corn in 
just 
-as little time 
as 
possible.—

CHANGING EGGS. 


One of the ¡iractices among farmers is 
•changing eggs with each other in order 
to avoid in-breeding. 
In the lirst place, 
the eggs themselves are a risk, as no one 
•can tell what they may produce, perhaps 
110 two chicks from them being 
alike 
and no breeding of value in the stock. 
In the next place, the changing of eggs 
makes the flocks in u community all of 
one blood, so that really nothing can be 
gained by tho practice after it has been 
persisted in for a while. 
Get pure-bred 
males from some source, or eggs from 
some breeder of pure breeds. 
If 
you 
must cross, do it correctly. 
Do 
not 
waste time in the attempt to better your 
jlock by changing eggs for some nonde- 
script stock that has no merit nor pos- 
sesses any advantage. 
To improve a 
jlock,.one should know the kind of stock 
he is using, and what can be expected 
from it. 
The changing of eggs is a 
pructice usually pursued by those who do 
not know the value of the breeds, and 
such persona should not be cncouragcd.

IMPORTANCE OK CORN HUSKS. 


Doubtless to most farmers tho husk on 
'Corn as well as the chaif of grain seems a 
useless appendage,though apparently un- 
avoidable. 
But when all corn and other 
grain grew wild the husk was a very neces- 
sary part of the i)lant,to preserve the seed 
from vicissitudes of weather 
until 
the 
time came for it to grow acfain. 
Corn in 
the husk and on the stalk dries out be- 
fore its vitality can bo injured by severe 
freezing. 
The lightest irost nips 
the 
husk, which thereafter dries up 
and 
forms a dry covering over the grain. 
It 
is for this reason, rather than from mere 
.shiftlessness and laziness, that 
many 
Western farmers who grow Dent 
corn 
leave it until nearly spring before they 
husk it. 
If they threw bushels of wet 
ears in a heap they would 
either 
rot 
down if the weather was w^ann or freeze 
•go as to kill the germ 
during weather 
when tho thermometer went down 
to 
-zero. 
But the husk in cultivated corn 
•cach year grows of less importance as 
•better means arc devised for drying corn 
-artilicially. 
It is likely that improved 
corn may bo bred with very few husks, 
making the work of clearing them oil

CO\VS CLEAN BY CO^trUTiSlON 


To **board up mangers so high thrit 
stock cannot roach forward far enough 
to soil the platform on which 
they 
stand" is well, but it docs not always ef- 
fect tho purpose, writes O. S. Bliss. 
I 
have had cows that no shortening of 
their stalls, before or behind, whether in 
stanchions or otherwise held, would re- 
strain from not only soiling the platform, 
but themselves. 
One which was so val- 
uable that I very much disliked to part 
with her tried my patiencc for a long 
while, and I adopted various expedients, 
only to bo beaten every time. She would 
arch her back and crowd her hind ieet 
almost to the fore ones,in spite of every- 
thing in front of her. 
I ilnally, as a last 
resort, with a view to turn her out if sho 
failed, hung a frame down from the ceil- 
ing over her back. 
The plank across 
her back was six inches wide. 
This sho 
contrived to get down by vigorous lift- 
ing and swaying herself from sido to 
side. 
I then put up another, the cross- 
piece of which was made of good tim- 
ber, bub iive-eighths of an inch thick 
where it came in contact with her back 
about six or eight 
inches behind the 
shoulders. 
It was placed about an inch 
above her back when standing iu her 
natural position, and was lirmly braced 
in its place. 
It accomplished the pur- 
pose most olTectually. 
She was later on 
given much more freedom of abtion in 
her place, and from being always soiled 
on legs, ¿auk and udder, became as neat 
and cleanly as could btidcsired. 
The ef- 
fect was in no wise harmful. 
She was 
simply compelled cither to abandon tho 
bad habit of doubling herself up or to 
back away from under the sharp edge of 
timber and step down from the plat- 
form. 
She tried both, and eventually 
accepted the lirst, and has sincc been all 
right. 
It should be added that she is 
fastened in her stall beside another cow 
on the opposite side by a strap around 
her neck with a running ring upon an 
upright stanchion at her shoulder.—JVcio

-EFFECT OK ITIUEGUI^A.R BIIEEP FEEDING, 


One of tho defects of a large quantity 
>of wool which finds Its way to our mar- 
kets is an unevenness in the size and 
.strength of its fibre. This greatly re- 
duces tho value of tho -wool for manufac- 
turing purposes, and nttessarily dimin- 
ishes the price which it Avill command. 
The cause of this dcfect is usually to be 
found in irregular feeding, or in undue 
•exposure of the animals, with consequent 
injury to their health. 
If the sheep are 
well fed part of tJie time and poorly fed 
at other periods, tho fibre of their wool 
•^vill certainly be uneven, 
Anything 
which injures t}ie health or reduces the 
strength of the animal will have tho same 
•<¡ílect. 
Not a few fanners who have 
'been obliged to sell their wool at low 
prices have blamed the purchasers for 
paying so little, but tho latter have been 
jnerely acting for self-protection. 
Tho 
isheep from which tho wool was taken 
had been badly kept, and the wool was 
of 
an inferior quality because of this 
want of skill in feeding and caring for 
the flock. No way hat yet been discov-

PATIM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


Artificial stimulants arc rarely nccdeil 
by fowls. 


Warm, dry quarters are essential to tho 
laying hens. 


Fat is a better protection for fowls 
against cold than pepper. 


Dry or whole grain should never bo 
fed exclusively to laying hens. 


The queen cells are elongated and are 
the ones in which queens are reared. 


Sunflowers and sorghum can always bo 
fed to advantage without threshing.

A tablespoonful ot ginger in a quart 
of water is a good remedy for scouring 
in poultry.

Sprinkling fine ashes or lime over the 
walls and roosts is one of tho cheapest 
and best remedies for lice. 


Soft soap rubbed on tho legs and al- 
lowed to remain on a short timo is a 
good remedy ior scaly legs. 


The Polyantha roses, which bear their 
small double flowers in clusters, are what 
is known as perpetual bloomers, and arc 
a good sort to have in one's garden. 


At a recent meeting at St. Catherine's, 
Canada, a vote was taken on tho ques- 
tion of outdoor versus indoor wintering 
of bees. 
TJie majority favored packing 
on summer stands. 


Seeds should always bo planted in 
fresh, most soil. 
If tho soil is dry, it 
draws the moisture from the seed, if it 
contains any, and tho seed has to lie and 
await the necessary moisture before it 
can sprout, 


A calf can be prevented from having 
horns by an application of crude potash 
to the spot where tho incipient horn 
can be felt. The cost is next to nothing. 
Tho plan of dehorning is gaining in

Thomas G. Newman urges the import- 
ance of making bee and honey exhibits 
at the agricultural fairs, and gives some 
very good reasons for so doing.
